“Tt Mr. Hoar should als ds hs Gh eae 
State in the Union, according to the Reconstruction 
laws of Congress, then, it is thought, the President 
‘Will have the same power there that he has in Virgin- 


ia, Migaisaippi and Texas, and will recognize Georgia 
as having only a Provisional Government.” 


We have been inclined to regard the status 
of Georgia, as a State in the Union, as fixed 
by the act of June 2%, 1868,—which is en- 
titled “An Act to admit the States of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Louisiana, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Flonda to representation 
in Congrees;” the terms therein set forth 
having been at once complied with, itavould 
seom clear that Georgia became entitled to 
all the privileges of representation possessed 
by the other States named. Her Legislature 
ratified the Fourteenth Amendment, and we 
have never heard the validity of its action 
in so doing questioned. Its Representatives 
were admitted to the House, and held their 
seats to the close of the Fortieth Congress. 
The State has, then, been represented in 
Congress since its reconstruction under the 
law of Congress, and all the acts essential to 
restore the State to its “practical relations 
to the Union” seem to have been performed 
to the entire satisfaction of all departments 
of the Govettiment. The House has done 
nothing to impair the completeness of this 


restoration, Mr. ButiEr introduced a propo- ' 


sition intended to have that effect, but find- 
ing no favor, it-was quietly dropped. 

These facts seem conclusive as to the posi- 
tion’ of the State, and seem to make her 
rights in the Union as valid as those of Ala- 
bama or the Carolinas. Still, as doubts have 
arisen on the subject, and as it is likely to be 
madé a matter of controversy, we are Very 
glad it has been submitted by the President 
to the opinion of his legal adviser.

treme importance of the French elections, 
and the severe blow which has been inflicted 
upon Imperialism. It is true that the results 
of the second ballot do not seem likely to 
justify the sanguine anticipations expressed 
by the extreme Reds, or “irreconcilables,” 
who talked after the first ballot of securing 
nearly one-third of the seate in the Corps 


against Narotzon by five to one—the sup- 
porters of the Empire receiving but 43,000 
votes, against 210,000 cast for ite avowed and 
relentless enemies. In any case, the oppo- 
sition will be -largely reinforced. It will 
consist, with: scarcély an exception, of Reds 
—the Orleanists having all but disappeared, 
and M. Turers himself having only been 
elected on a second ballot. I¢ will gain in 
confidence and sudacity from increased 
numbers, and recent events have evidently 
inspired its members with still greater in- 
tensity of hatred toward the Emperor per- 
sonality, amid hostility to. bis. whole apetem at 
government. 

It must be with profound disappointment 
and bitterness of heart that Naro.Eon sees 
the ground thus slipping away from under 
his feet after twenty weary years of per- 
sonal government. Neither the traditions
